Montréal, March 17.—The official 
announcement was made for the first 
time here today as to the probable 
date of the bpening of the Canadian 
Northern Rajiway from ocean to 
ocean, DR.

Ottawa Hockey Surplus 88000. 


Ottawa, March 17—Unofficial figures 
place the attendance at tne Ottawa 
hockey club games here in the N.HLA. 
at 45,000, The average attendance wus 
6,500, and there were eight games, The 
receipts in all 
the rink getting $7,600, and the club 
$17,500. The travelling expenses came 
to about $2,500, and the team cost ex- 
actly $6,000, nine men being carried. 


'‘The expenses of a coach, trainer and 


assistant trainer were also high, but 
the club had the most prosperous S5ea- 
son in its history and will likely have 
a surplus of about $8,000. 

The receipts, owing to the general 
reduction in price, were not as large 
as last year, when the club took in 
just enough to pay all the salaries and 
have about $300 on the right side. 

Last year, however,..the players’ 
salaries amounted to over $12,500. Pri- 
ces were reduced all round this season 
or the club would have been at least 


$19,000 ahead. Capacity houses saw 
all but one or two of the games, but 
the season ticket sale was not as

Butchart Cross-Examined. 

Under cross-examination by W. L. 
Walsh, for the defendants, Mr. But- 
chart stated that he became commis- 
sioner in July, 1908, three months 
after the date of the first contract 
with Gorman, Clancey and Grindley; 
The mapority of the contracts had 
been let after tenders had been called 
for. The tenders would be accepted 
because they were deemed to be in 
the best interests of the c ity. So 
far ag he was concerned every tender 
of the several companies that had 
been accepted was accepted because 
tt was deemed to be the best of those 
submitted. Since the firm of Gorman, 
Clancey and Grindley were not manu- 
facturers he presumed that many of 
their tenders were for goods for which 
they were simply agents. He under- 
@tood that in tendering for the Groat 
Ravine bridge structure they were 
acting for ‘the Dominion Bridge 
Works, 

The tenders invariably came be- 
fore the commissioners as a body, a 
majority vote being required to m ake 
the award. The departments were not 
under Mr. Bouillon’s particular super- 
intendence, though of course there 
were certain matters in which he was 
Supposed to have technical knowicdge. 
The other commiasioners might defer 
to him in these matters but his au- 
thority was not greater than theirs. 

‘Wes Suspicious of Question. 

Commiesioner Butchart caused some 
Qmusement by the suspicion with 
which he regarded one of Mr. Whish's 

questions. 

“There is a great deal of interest 
in the city over this trouble, is there 
not?” asked Mr. Walsh. 

“I do not know,” was Mr. Butchart's 
reply. 

Pressed for an admission of the 
truth of the statement, he said that 
he would judge that there was con- 
siderable interest from the fact that 
the court room was s0 well filled. 
Aas this did not satisfy Mr. Walsh, he 
admitted that the newspapers had 
given a great deal of space to the 
matter, though he was not in a posi- 
tion to may from personal knowledge 
that the general interest was in keep- 
ing with the epace devoted to the 
subject. After further ineffectual ef- 
f.rts to obtaim what he wanted from 
the witness, Mr. Walsh surrendered 
and resumed his seat. 

Convulsed the Court. 

The remainder of the case fo rthe 
plaintiffs was completed by the pre- 
sentation of questions from the exam- 
ination for discovery. The reading 
of the questions and answers, which 
appeared in the Bulletin on the day 
of the examination, was relieved from 
complete dulness only by the quota- 
tion of Ald. McInnis’ statement that 
if the council now failed to dismiss 
Commiasioner Bouillon “They would 
look like thirty cents.” The court was 
convulsed and only by repeated calla 
for order was quiet restored. 

It will be remembered that the 
Mayor and Aldermen when examined 
admitted that there had been no 
public examination of the commis- 
sioner. They admitted also that while 
refusing to answer charges at a se- 
ecret meeting the (declared thati he

Millar 
stated that they were willing to re- 
tain the commissioner's services if he 
showed that he was able to give satis- 
factory answers to the charges made 
against him. Others of the aldermen 
took a different view, Ald, Lundy etait- 
ing that there were other charges 
which he could make which did not 
appear in the list. Both Ald. Mould 
and Ald. Grindley admitted that they 
held large interests in the Standard 
Heating and Plumbing Co., and the 
Gorman, Clancey and Grindley Co., 
respectively. 

The case for the plaintiffs is being 
conducted by O. M. Biggar, assisted 
by W. G. Etmslie, and that for the 
defendants by W. L. Walsh, K.C.. Geo, 
Bb. O'Connor and J. C. F. Bown, city 
solicitor. 

The hearing will be continued this 
morning at 10 o’clock, when Mr. 
Walsh will make application for the 
dismissal of the case.
